Strathcona Hall to the different teams 
conducting the Financial Campaign of 
the McGlll Y.M.C.A., which opened 
this morning. *K. P. Tsolalnos was In 
the chair, and after . the supper ww 
over Introduced Dean Adams. t thei 
first speaker of the evening, wlt'ti a' 
few appropriate words. Dean Adans, 
who Is the chairman of the Advisory 
Board of the McQUl Y. M. C. A., Is 
also the chairman of the Y. M. C. A. 
Board of Montreal,- and is known 
throughout the city as one of the best 
friends of this splendid organization. 

Dean Adams first of impressed 
upon the students présent that ithey 
neea feel no shame <or make : any 
apology on approaching their fellow 
students and urging" them to contri- 
bute to the McGlll Y. M. C. A. 

There is no question of the worth 
of the cause. Mr. Asqulth has said 
that the Y.M.C.A. is the greatest 
thing in Europe to-day. It has a de- 
finite and prominent place . In our 
modern urmles, and is praised every* 
where for Its work in this connection. 
At a recent meeting of the Y. M. C. 
A. authorities at Ottawa, J. R. Mott, 
famous as the chairman of the "World 
Christian Student Federation,' and 
chairman of the Y. M. C.*A. work' 
In the prison camps of Europe, ex 
plained how the Y.M.Ç.A. Is lnvalu 
able In upholding the morale of the 1 
Anglo-Saxon troops, Many" of the' men 
of other armies, not 'having à Y.ii'. 
C. A. hut to rest In after a visit to 
the trenches, are seen to collapse, 
their nerves completely wrecked by 
the terrible strain th«y havo under- 
gone. Thus the Y.M.C.A. connect- 
ed with the American Army has been 
approached by the Russian, French 
and Italian military authorities to sup- 
ply seven hundred general secretar- 
ies. The French army already has 
the beginnings of a Y. M. C. A. 
system, which extends from the front 
Une trenches to the rest billets, and 
base hospitals. It is the duty of ev- 
ery student to help such an organiza- 
tion In every way possible. Dean 
Adams makes frequent visits to the 
various branches of the Y. M. C. A. 
in ,thls city, and sees at first hand 
the work that is being done. 

Our College Y. M. C. A. naturally 
serves a different purpose, and a dif- 
ferent class of men than that of the 
regular branches. Here, too, it fills an 
important need in supplying accom- 
modations to a' large .number of stu- 
dents and In keeping up tho social 
side of the University. Strathcona 
Hall does not belong to tho McGlll 
authorities, us.do the other buildings, 
but belongs -in a greater degree to 
the students themselves, and it is tor 
them to see that It Is not forgotten. 
The original idea in establishing 
Strathcona Tlall included à pian by 
which it would be self supporting, 
and this lias always been realized so 
far. 

All tho i social affairs, such as the 
"Conversàts," skating parties, etc., ne- 
cessitate a considerable expenditure, 
which Is defrayed by voluntary stu- 
dent subscriptions. Dean Adams- al- 
so explained that an associate mem- 
bership in the McGlll Y.M.C.A. Is open 
to all .students of the University, re- 
gardless of their nationality or relig- 
ious beliefs. Every student 4s a mem- 
ber, and Is welcome to use the lounge 
rooms arid meeting rooms of the 
Hall. Here they will always be wel- 
comed, and will receive friendship and 
advice from Rev. Mr. MacLeod, the 
général secretary, who has been con- 
nected with th* McGlll branch for 
many years. 

The McGlll Y. M. C. A. needs fin : 
anclal support this year as never bo- 
fore. Tho high price of coal, and the 
increasing costjof living, with the'eon- 
(Contlnued on P«qe 4.)

A 
propos of to-day's campaign, the Trea- 
surer of the Association wished to 
get the last word from Boulogne, 
where the Field Branch is situated, 
so as to present some' facts to the 
students to-day to whom the appeal 
is being made for funds. 

In reply, Archie Richards, our fel- 
low student at the front, to whose un- 
tiring efforts a great deal of the suc- 
cess Is due, writes as follows: 

' October 13th, 1917. 

Dear . With regard to the work 

of your Field Branch, things have been 
joins on along quite . happily; and to 
some extent, tfk least, the Executive 
has been able to meet the many needs 
placed upon It. The Hut has con- 
tinued to be the centre of the social 
activity and spiritual ljfe of. the_men 
of the McGill Hospital Unit, and now, 
with thé advent of winter, is increas- 
ingly, used, both by the patients and 
members of tho staff. 

Just at this present moment It Is 
pouring with rain and very cold: the 
hut is full of brightness' and good 
cheer, and Inside are a big crowd of 
patients and members of staff. Three 
billiard games are lli progress, In- 
numerable games of chess, checkers, 
and whist— yes, we do allow It — be- 
sides general correspondence and 
reading. At the piano we have a raro 
rag-time artist. Back of the main 
hall, in the Library, Is a group of stu- 
dent boys'., some digging Into text 
books, while others ale writing let- 

tC On Sundays, an average of four 
services are held, all of whloh are 
conducted by our Chaplains, and par- 
ticulars of which you will gather from 
one of our printed cards, which I am 
sending you. Every night, in the of- 
fice at nine o'clock, a brief prayer 
meeting is also held. We are hoping 
soon to arrange a week-night Bible 
Class.. With our Chaplains, Rev. C. 
C. Owen, of Vancouver, and Princi- 
pal Oliver, of Saskatoon, we have the 
most helpful co-operation possible. 
About fifty copies of the New Testa- 
ment in English are distributed each 
week amongst out-going patients, 
while large numbers of French Now 
Testaments ur.c being, distributed 
amongst the clvillun population. A 
supply of Chinese New Testaments 
for circulation amongst the Chinese 
coolies will, -we trust, soon be avail- 
able. During the past three months, 
over five thousand booklets of tho Al- 
'.iance of Honour, dealing with tho 
subject of purity, have been taken 
from our free Lltorature Table. 

The various concerts and lectures 
which wo have been- able to arrange 
have met with considerable success. 
In this connection, tho help given to 
us by the British Council of Y. M. 
C. A.'s through their Local, Secretary, 
Mr. D. Jackson, has been Invaluable. 
We are hopeful of being able to ar- 
-ango two weekly concert» or lec- 
tures, besides a Cinema, throughout 
'.he winter months. In our Clrculat- 
'ng Library, we have about three hun- 
Ired volumes of good current litera- 
ture, while a much larger number 
than this are scattered through the

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TODAY'S CAMPAIGN. 



The McGill Y. M. C. A. launches its annual financial cam- 
paign on the Campus this morning, and "The Daily" gladly avails 
itself of this opportunity of throwing'its weight of influence behind 
the effort, and of heartily wishing the campaign every success. 

Among the several institutions around the University that are 
contributing to the general welfare of student life, Strathcona Hall 
is by no means the least prominent, nor the least appreciated. For 
many years it has faithfully ministered to various needs of College 
life, and no institution has done so, or is still doing so, with more 
unselfish motives than the "Y." No one can question the fact that 
its motives arc purely altruistic. Strathcona Hall has no axe to 
grind, and in contributing to its support the students of the Uni- 
versity are in the truest sense contributing to their own welfare. 

The institutions or organizatians around the Campus that are 
londucive to fostering genuine College spirit are all too few. There 
is no dearth of Class spirit, or of Faculty spirit. These are being 
fostered by Class and Faculty organizations. But there is a seri- 
ous dearth of really comprehensive College spirit, we must admit, 
which, by the way, calls for the formation of some such active under- 
graduate society that would include the whole University in its 
scope. Meanwhile, in addition to what the Students' Society is do- 
ing, the College Y. M. C. A. is doing its best to meet the need. Its 
work is carried out on a broad basis. Its policy is to recognize no 
Class or Faculty distinctions, and its doors are Vide open to all. We 
need just such a "mixer" in College life", and the Y. is doing its bit 
along that line. ~ t 

The "Daily" unhesitatingly recommends the cause to the stu- 
dent body, and sincerely trusts that the response during the next 
three days, will be such as to leave no doubt in the minds of the 
men who arc responsible for the work in Strathcona Hall, that their 
efforts arc appreciated. 



TO CONSERVE AUSTRALIAN 
FINANCE8. 



PERTH, W. Aus. — A vigorous 
policy of -increased productiveness to 
meet tho growing deficit and war 
burden was outlined by Mr. Lefoy, 
the Premier • of West Australia, In 
opening the nationalist campaign, 
prior to the State elections. 

The prospective deficit was £1.- 
057,000, he said, and the accumulat- 
ed deficit more than £2,000,000. The 
latter, he declared, had been caused 
by tho lavish expenditure of borrow- 
ed money, partly on unproductive 
works. This deficit was growing, 
and money could now be obtained on- 
ly at 6 per cent, or 614 per cent. The 
Government had determined that no 
new works would be undertaken un- 
less absolutely essential, and then 
would be carried out by contract in- 
stead of by the wasteful day labor 
plan. \ 

To meet the burden of debt second- 
ary production would be specially en- 
couraged. A fund of £100,000 would 
be set aside to stimulate the dairy- 
ing, jam, and fruit-preserving indus- 
tries. Instead of Importing near- 
ly £500,000 worth of butter yearly, 
factories would be subsidized pound 
for pound of subscribed capital, and 
every effort made to produce all the 
butter needed for the State's use. 

Virgin forests would be conserved 
and old ones replanted. Timber would 
be used in building wheat silos, where 
ferro-concrete was not available. 
There would bo no decrease in the 
expenditure on education or public 
health, but other economies would be 
made to the extent of £50,000 a 
year. 

New taxation would bo Imposed, 
said the Premier, including an In- 
crease of 3d. in the dividend duty, 
and a wages and salary tax. The 
wages' tax would begin at 2d. in the 
£l on a bachelor receiving more 
than £100, and on married men re- 
ceiving more than £150 a year.

various wards of the hospital \ a 
newspapers we place on our tables 
usually the same day of publication', 
two copies of each London Daily, to- 
gether with representative Scottish. 
Welsh, and provincial papers. We al- 
so have Australian and New Zealand 
Dailies and Weeklies, and Canadian 
DalHes from Montreal to Vancouver. 
Besides these, we have over thirty 
current weeklies and monthly maga- 
zines, English. Canadian and Ameri- 
can. To the N. Z. Y.M.C.A., London 
Office, and the Australian Red Cross, 
we are grateful for a free supply of 
their papers, numbering about thirty 
different kinds each week. The sup- 
ply of writing-paper has at times been 
one of much difficulty, as we use 
dally on an average over one thous- 
and sheets of paper, with envelopes, 
besides post-cards. 

In connection with our Savings 
Bank, the amount of over five thous- 
and (rants remains deposited to the 
credit of the Unit. Frequently, we 
have remitted monies to Canada on be- 
half of our men, and only last week, 
took out seventy-two War Savings 
Certificates for them. British and 
Colonial P.O.'s, and M.O.'a are con- 
stantly being changed for our patients 
and personnel, while not a few pa- 
tients, bound for "Blighty," change 
their French money Into English. 

A revival of the glories of the old 
Medical Society days will, we fear, be 
Impossible this winter; so. many of 
Che old Med.'s and others having 
gone. The memory of the meetings 
held. If not the papers given and the 
lectures listened to, the happy hours 
of fellowship will remain forever with 
each one of us who were privileged to 
participate.

THE STUDY OF THE 

CLASSICS. 

• 

Were ï a classical scholar I should 
begin this paper with — "Few subjects 
are more interesting than the ques- 
tion uf classical education," which, as 
everyone knows. Is the proper way to 
begin an essay upon so grave a sub- 
ject. Not being a scholar, never hav- 
ing written poetry In the classical 
languagea (not even a single Greek 
epic), I am compelled to proceed in 
my own blundering and inelegant fash- 
ion. 

Most fair-minded people will admit 
that there Is In tho arguments of tho 
pro-claasldsta a naive egotism* a 
child-like self-unconsclousncss that 
Is almost pathetic. For to what do all 
their assertions amount? Simply to 
this, that the author has greatly bene- 
fited by the study or a particular kind 
of literature, and has discovered a 
certain beauty therein. It Is the old. 
familiar logic by which a man proves 
to his own satisfaction that he is the 
finest fellow on earth, that his wife 
la the best of women, that his religion 
(a the only true one; and If others 
think differently. It 1 8 no doubt on ac- 
count of their dullness of perception. 
The pro-classicists have a similar an- 
swer ready: whoever disagrees with 
them la ignorant, and coarse and ma- 
terialistic, deaf to all beauty and blind 
to all truth. In short, the pro-classl- 
clat U invincible; you cannot defeat 
him in an argument, any more than 
you can wrestle with your own sha- 
dow. It is not my intention, therefore, 
to aaiall the Gibraltar-like position of 
the pro-clasalclsts, knowing as I do 
full well the futility of such a pro- 
ceeding. I shall merely analyze their 
methods, striving If possible, to dis- 
cover the real cause of their strength, 
that wonderful secret of Invincibility. 

We are told that these studies train 
the mind it being assumed that they 
are unique in that respect; but there 
la no authority for such an assump- 
tion, since the same may be said of 
all mental activities. Indeed of all ac- 
tivities whatsoever, from solving equa- 
tions or Inventing stories, to playing 
chess or driving an automobile. How 
do we know that Greek and Latin af- 
ford a better mental training than 
other studies? The pro-classlclsts 
have no answer to this question, nor 
do they even, attempt an answer; so 
that we can « safely pass on to the 
"next argument. It Is asserted that the 
classics -have a broadening and en- 
nobling effect upon the character. 
Again, the question arises. Does not 
modern literature equal classical lit- 
erature in this respect? If the aver- 
age classical scholar Is a person of 
refinement and agreeable manners, is 
It not more reasonable to ascribe this 
to the life he leads, a life far remov- 
ed from the sordid commercialism of 
our age, rather than to the studies he 
pursues? Certainly it Is difficult to 
understand how the study of the Ro- 
man authors, the coarse literature of 
a coarse people, can be conducive to 
taste and refinement. Lastly and un- 
failingly, there appears the placid, 
self-confident, smile -provoking as- 
sertion as 'to style. It is true that if 
a writer, be familiar with a language 
other than his own, he will more read- 
ily perceive the defects' of his mother 
tongue, and will write, a clearer style 
In consequence. No classical scholar 
ever developed so clumsy and unat- 
tractive .' a style as that ot Dickens, 
for. Example.. ' The , statement ' that nb'nê 
bixt; those having a ; ;classlcal education 
càn wrltè a good Wyle is untrue, how* 
ever3r a.>lmhar asgerti6n may with 
as good reason ' 'be made concerning 
Arabic or Hebrew or Russian, or Ger- 
man. The proof of the pudding is in 
the eating. How do the pro-classlclsts 
themselves write? It is generally à 
style so lifeless, so lacking in individ- 
uality, so thin and watery, that, al- 
though I have read a great many ar- 
ticles in defence of the classics by 
different writers, I have not been able 
to distinguish' one from another. Can 
one tell a snowflake from its fellows? 

The reader has perhaps already per- 
celved that this kind of reasoning leads 
nowhither, that even If every one of 
the above-discussed assertions were 
granted, the general argument In fa- 
vor of classical education is not 
strengthened one whit thereby. For 
the question is not whether the clas- 
sics possess this or that merit, but 
how' the classics rank as compared 
with other forms of education. A man 
is considered tall if he Is over six 
feet In height, but if he were the on- 
ly man In existence he would be nei- 
ther tall nor short. We must have a 
standard of comparison, a, What Is 
education, what Is Its aim, what 
should be Its method? Not until we 
have, found an answer to these ques- 
tions, or rather to these various forms 
of one question, shall we be able to 
discuss profitably the subject of the 
classics and their placo In the curricu- 
lum. It must be borne In mind also 
that the burden of proof Is on the 
side, of the pro-classicists, for. unless 
there be shown good reason to the 
contrary, It Is natural to assume that 
knowledge (that Is to say. Science), 
should occupy the first' place. • To- 
day that Science means Specializa- 
tion, that there is at present no sat- 
isfactory scientific course offered any- 
where, is perfectly true, but altogether 
Irrelevant; it is merely the pot call- 
ing the kettle black. 
': Science, however narrow, however 
specialized it may be at present, has 
this undoubted advantage, that It 
trains people to think accurately. Can 
the same be said of the classics? The 
question may be less simple than ap- 
pears at first sight. Meanwhile. It 
may be observed that, by their curi- 
ous method of reasoning and their 
singular Inability to perceive clearly 
what the question Is. the pro-classic- 
ists have themselves furnished the 
strongest argument against them.

PHILIPPE ALFRED ■ICLER, 
ARTS Mi. 



Of the 7th Cansdisn Machine Gun Ce, 
Died frem Trench Fever sn 1st 
October, 1917. st the 42nd CCS. 

Philippe Bleler was born on the 10th 
of March, 1888, in Lausanne, Switzer- 
land, but was only a few months old 
when the family moved to Parts, 
where the little boy grew up In a 
happy home of the suburbs and, after 
a preparatory school, entered the Ly- 
cée Carnot. The holidays were spent 
in a roomy old house facing the) Lsaka 
of Geneva and the Alps. .He was 
only ten years old when his father. 
Prof. Charles Bleler, D.D.. was called 
to the chair of French Theology, at 
the Presbyterian College of Montreal. 
To Philippe and his four brothers 
this chance, while cutting them off 
from many happy associations and 
friendships, was to be full of inter- 
esting- experiences and fresh Joys. 

Philippe very quickly mastered 
English and with his brother Andre, 
entered West mount Academy; then he 
took two years at 8tanstead College, 
and at the age of sixteen and a half 
begun an Arts course at McGUl Uni- 
versity. Those two years were surely 
the happiest of a happy "fife. He 
enjoyed the Intimate friendship of 
boys like Gordon ' Nicholson, Buhner 
Rutherford, Donald Taylor, and Jack 
Chisholm. He went in with all the 
buoyancy of his nature for the fun 
of the "rush." He played football, he 
drank in with enthusiasm the atmos- 
phere of liberty, of comradeship, and 
of intellectual broadening; of the Uni- 
versity. But In October, 1915, as he 
was beginning; .his second year, he 
felt the call to enlist, and Joined the 
5th University Company, carrying on 
his military drill and his studies at 
once. And as the time for goln* 
overseas approached, there came a 
strange deeping and uplifting of his 
nature, while the fun, and humour and 
lovable ways, which made him such a 
sunbeam In his home, and such a 
popular character amongst his com- 
rades, knew no change. 

On the th, then, was the 

goodbye reception at Strathcona Hall, 
then the bugle sounded, and as he 
marched past his friends, he sent them 
the most radiant of smiles, although 
In his deep brown eyes there was s 
sad look like a last goodbye. 

Then began his short military car- 
eer of eighteen months, first in train- 
ing at Shorncllffe, then in the P. P. 
C. L. I., lastly in the 7th Machine 
Gun Company. The side he show-îd 
in his detailed and beautiful letters 
was all the good fortune of trench 
life, a beautiful sunset, a better meal, 
a dryer bed, a longer sleep, -a quieter 
front, the meeting with a brother or 
friend, ' leaving his readers to Imag- 
ine what came between these rare 
pieces of luck! With what sest he 
descrbed the multifarious uses of the 
sandbag, his wonderful discoveries 
amongst the rubbish of a ruined vil- 
lage, the comfort of a hospital bed, 
after having been gassed at the bat- 
tle of Courcelette, and, after a lonir 
wait of seventeen months, the charms 
and delights of a ten days' leave in 
Paris! Shortly after, he wrote his 
last letter, dated September. Jlrd, 
pages full of life, and .love and good 
cheer. In that letter there was. 'p. spe- 
cial message to his mother.. It was a 
Y , M. .C. A . card entitled, ' "Christ 
in Flanders, on which he had under- 
lined the following words, adding: 
Tills, ,1s also my , experience. "Many 
men, like the writer of this poem) seem' 
to feel that Christ Is nearer and eas- 
ier to understand here at the front; 
and so they may, for we are fighting 
in His Cause and He Is here." ' Five 
days later he began to feel feverish, 
was taken to a dressing station, then 
moved to a clearing station, where he 
died after 48 hours, from à malignant 
form of trench fever. He was laid to 
rest in the little cemetery of Aublgny- 
cn- Artois. 

Letters from his officers . and 
churns allude to brave deeds accom- 
plished by Philippe before Lens, which 
were to be recompensed by an . early 
promotion. They speak of his cheery 
disposition, of his wonderful unselfish- 
ness, of his universal popularity, and 
have brought great comfort to those 
who sorrow at the thought of never 
hearing his old-time step, and never 
seeing his glad return.

Y. M. C. A. START CAMPAIGN TO 
RAISE FUNDS.

sequent increase in salaries, makes a 
large subscription necessary this sea- 
son. In closing his address, Dean 
Adams wished the teams God-speed in 
the noble cause, Impressing on them 
again that they could feel that in 
working for the Y. M. C. A. during 
the next three days, they will be fur- 
thering a purpose which is second to 
none. 

The next speaker was Donald Mac- 
Leod, the general secretary of the Mc- 
Glll Y.M.C.A., who assured his au- 
dlénce that the work they were -go- 
ing to undertake was really worth 
while. All the advantages which the 
undergraduate body enjoy In having 
Strathcona Hall are often not- fully 
realized, but McGlll without the Hall 
would be quite a different place than 
it is at present. Mr. MacLeod then 
described the Y.M.C.A. work he had 
seen In some of the great American 
Universities. At one College in par- 
ticular x he said the Y.M.C.A. only 
posses8ed two rooms in one of the 
old buildings, but the spirit shown In 
their campaigns was wonderful. Ev- 
ery student seemed thankful for ihe 
efforts of the Y.M.C.A and gave the 
Association real support and encour- 
agement. Mr. MacLeod said he felt 
Just a little ashamed of our own work 
when he thought of our fine building 
and other conveniences which these 
men do not possess. The teams this 
year will have to go out *o a student 
body which is much depleted in num- 
bers, and to realize the sum asked 
for they will have to put forth an ex- 
tra effort. We now have a vital con- 
nection with our boys overseas, and 
this connection must not be broken 
if It is humanly possible to keep it 
intact. The speaker referred particu- 
larly to the popular last year's sec- 
retary, who is now overseas with the 
McGlll Branch of the Y. M. C. A. In 
France. Everybody Is to be approach- 
ed in the present campaign, for it is 
considered by the Y. M. C. A. author- 
ities .that their Association benefits 
every undergraduate, and that the 
students overseas deserve support 
from us all. Mr. MacLeod then thank- 
ed those present for the Interest, they 
had shown in attending the dinner, 
and urged them to do their best to 
keep up the previous records* set by 
the students in previous campaigns. 

A short address by the chairman 
followed Mr. MacLeod's speech, In 
which )\e stated that the field work 
of the McGlll Y. M. C. A. started in 
1915 with the McGlll Hospital under 
Col. Blrkett. The group of students 
who went overseas with this unit 
have had the satisfaction of know- 
ing that the chairman of the British 
Y. M. ,C. A. considers the McGlll 
Y.M.C.A. to be the best organized 
branch In France. Thl« t« <w*-i-<-. 
somethlng for McGiU students to be 
proud of. The McGlll T. M. C. A. 
has pledged itself to contribute six 
hundred dollars to this branch over* 
seas, which must be furnished from 
the funds collected during the next 
three days. The work to do here 
calls for an additional eight hundred 
dollars. Twelve hundred dollars were 
realized in last year's campaign, and 
we must collect at least this much 
in the present campaign". 

K. P. Tsolainos . then called upon 
the chairmen from /the different fac. 
ulties to speak a word or two con, 
?ernlng the campaign- 
Harry Pitts, the chairman for 
Medicine, and the Président of the 
Students' Council* • was the first to 
reply, and In a few. words he express- 
ed his eonvlctlpn that Medicine would 
do Its share. 



Dan Sutherland, President of the 
Science Undergraduate Society, and 
chairman for Science, followed the 
Medicine representative, and said -ie» 
thought the Science men would also 
respond to the present appeal. 

H. A. Aylen, the representative from 
Arts, then made a short address. Arts 
came out on top in last year's cam- 
paign, donating a larger amount than 
any other faculty in the University, 
and Aylen thinks that they will do so 
•.gain this season, in spite of the 
great decrease in the number of Arts 
students who have registered tnis 
term. . 

W. S. Taylor, B.A.. president of the 
Theological Undergraduate Society, 
was the next speaker, and said that 
he knew the Theological students 
would also do their best, although 
they have Buffered more than the 
other faculties in the present gen- 
eral depletion in the ranks of the 
student body owing to war conditions. 
"Bill" Taylor has done a great deal 
to narrow the gulf which seems in 
the past to . have -separated the Theo- 
logical students from the other un- 
dergraduates, and under his leader» 
ship it is felt that the campaign In 
the Theological faculty will be an 
even greater success than it has been 
in the past. 

Mr. Taylor being the last speaker 
of the evening, lists and receipt books 
were issued to the canvassers, and 
the meeting then adjourned, after 
singing the National Anthem and giv- 
ing a McGlll yell. • 

The "Dally" does not need to add to 
this article that It wishes to express 
its hearty belief In the purpose for 
which the McGlll Y.M.C.A Is open- 
ing its financial campaign this morn- 
ing. AVe feel sure that the leaders 
who have been chosgn to conduct the 
campaign will do their best, and it 
they receive the support they deserve, 
Strathcona Hall will be well satisfied 
with the results, and will be given a 
practical proof of the good-will and 
appreciation of the undergraduate 
body.
